The generally dry cycle th at lasted 
from 1930 through 1936, K incer points 
out. was tlie first extended drouth pe­ 
riod after the one that lasted

about 1886 through 
1895. 
Following 
th a t period of deficient m oisture cam e 
a series of years—1896 through 1909— 
w hen 
rainfall 
w as 
com paratively 
abundant. 


The first half of 193S w as o u tstand­ 
ing 
for 
its 
plentiful 
precipitation. 
A bout 80 per cent of U nited S tates 
h ad more than norm al rainfall. 
T he 
country as a whole averaged 12 per 
c en t above normal. 
All the states, ex­ 
cep t the tie r extending from New York 
to Florida, and Louisiana. N orth Da­ 
k o ta and W ashington, have had above 
norm al rainfall. 
T he E astern tier of 
states, com paratively dry tili about the 
m iddle of July, had abundant to exces­ 
sive 
rainfall, 
with 
dam aging 
local 
floods, the latter p art of July. 
T he 
South also had heavy rainfall 
w ith 
m ore or less local flood dam age. T his 
condition—rare in th e w eather history 
of United S tates—and the 
abundant 
m oisture of last y e ar are in m arked 
co n trast w ith conditions in 1934 and 
19.36.

their 
widespread 
defi­

Our Boys and Girls 


District Attorney 
Handles Many 
Important Cases 


A ttorney General W ebb will soon 
file with Governor M erriam the bien­ 
nial report of the A ttorney G eneral of 
California. T his report covers the two 
y ear period from July. 1936. to July, 
193S. 
It is of local interest to note 
th at statistics and records now in the 
hands of the attorney general, and 
which will be included in his official 
report to the governor, show th at dur­ 
ing this two y ear period 334 felonies 
w ere prosecuted in Riverside county 
by the office of District A ttorney Earl 
Redw ine, which prosecutions resulted 
in 330 convictions. Or, in other words, 
there was a felony charge filed and 
prosecuted in Riverside county every 
o th e r court day for the two y ear pe­ 
riod involved with only four of such 
prosecutions resulting in 
acquittals, 
placing R iverside county in the out­ 
standing position of 98.S per cent suc­ 
cessful felony prosecutions 
for the 
biennium . 
This record of perform ance is 
in 
keeping and consistent with the rec­ 
o rd of accom plishm ent by the district 
attorney as disclosed in form er 
re­ 
ports of the attorney general during 
th e past eight years. 
Those reports 
reveal th a t 2,284 felony cases have 
been prosecuted in R iverside county 
w ith acquittals resulting in only 
37 
cases, m aking the average percentage 
fo r successful prosecutions m ore than 
97 per cent. 
T his is an unusual ac­ 
com plishm ent and a record of which 
R iverside county may well be proud. 


D E C L IN E C O N T IN U E S 


I N A U T O D E A T H S 
N R IV E R S ID E C O U N T Y 


Fourteen lives saved up to A ugust 1. 
and perhaps 33 less auto fatalities by 
th e end of the year. 
Such is Riverside county's record 
for the first seven m onths of 1938.

Q U A IL H U N T IN G 
P R O SP E C T S D E C L A R E D 


TO BE GOOD 


This year has been favorable for 
quail propagation in m ountains and 
desert of Riverside county. 
Residents 
of the d esert report a good hatching 
season. N ature’s m ethod is augmented 
by the hatch at the game farms. 
Game birds, hatched and raised at 
the Chino state gam e bird farm , will 
be released this m onth. 
The farm annually raises from 8000 
to 17.000 quail to fill th e gaps left 
in the ranks of gam e fowi by hunters 
each year. 
At the Chino farm , specializing in 
the raising of quail, thousands of the 
sm all feathered creatu res are hatched 
each year with th e aid of incubators 
and other scientific equipm ent. 
The farm was established in 1929 
by the division of fish and game, of 
the departm ent of n atu ral resources, 
on 23 acres of sta te land. 
Under the supervision of E. D. Platt, 
nine men fam iliar with th e ways of 
wild birds perform the w ork of the 
m other birds in caring fo r the eggs 
produced by the 200 breeding quails 
th a t live in wire enclosed pens. 
Eggs are laid during fo u r m onths 
of the year, from April to July. 
P er­ 
iodically attendants g ath er the small, 
speckled eggs and take them to the 
incubator house. 
In the incubating room a re six heat­ 
ing cabinets, kept a t exactly the right 
tem perature by therm ostats, in which 
the eggs, as many as 22,500 at times, 
m ay be placed.

T he question of “grades" agitates 
the minds of teachers, p aren ts, and 
pupils in varying degree. 
Som e pupils 
have an attitude of indifference 
to 
grades. 
Some pay too m uch attention 
to grades and not enough to th e effort 
and 
achievem ent 
that 
re su lts 
in 
grades. The sam e differences exist It. 
the minds of parents. 
Som e parents 
possibly em phasize grades too stro n g ­ 
ly for the good of the child, but this 
is not the usual case. T here a re more 
instances of indifference th an of over 
em phasis. 
There is a golden m ean of 
insistence on regular consistent effort 
If a pupil regularly does his approxi­ 
m ate grades will usually be satisfac­ 
tory. 
In our high school we have six grade 
periods a year, each being from five 
to six weeks long. 
As we have 
a 
school year only 34 weeks long it is 
obvious th a t we can’t have full six 
week periods. 
W hat we do is to di­ 
vide our 34 weeks into two sem esters 
of about 17 weeks each and send the 
report cards three tim es each sem es­ 
ter. 
P arents would do well to keep 
in mind th at report cards are 
due 
about every six weeks. 
W e use the m arks "A." "B ,” "C,” 
D," and “F,” and "Inc." One of these 
m arks is placed on each rep o rt card 
a fter each subject six tim es a year. 
The first three m arks for each sub­ 
ject are averaged to m ake th e "first 
sem ester” grade, and the last three 
for the “second sem ester” grade. 
The 
sem ester averages are the ones th at 
go on the perm anent record card th at 
is kept on file indefinitely in th e of­ 
fice. 
We often have calls from busi­ 
ness houses and from colleges for a 
record that dates back several years. 
"A " m eans superior or excellent, 
“B" means good or very good. “C" 
m eans average, and “D" m eans just 
passing. 
"F ” indicates failure in that 
particular subject, while "Inc” is used 
to show that there is som e p art of 
the work not yet done but w hich can 
be m ade up. 
An "Incom plete" if neg­ 
lected may easly leail to failure, but 
on the other hand m ost "Incom plete»" 
are made up into passing grad es by 
finishing the work om itted. 
The use of the system of m aruing 
based on A, B, C. D, and F is fairly 
common in California. 
Los A ngeles 
and some other places are try in g a 
system of “R ” and “S,” w here “R ” 
m eans recom mended, and "S" m eans 
passing. Some schools in o th er state s 
and possibly in California are still us­ 
ing actual percents. 
A pupil reported 
in th is office recently w ith an 87% 
average. 
I have had experience in 
schools w here grades w ere figured to 
fractions of a percent. T hat seem s to 
me to be draw ing it a little too line. 
The tendency to he away from m inute 
differences represented by fractio n s to 
a broader classification like A. B. etc. 
W hether the Los Angeles plan has not 
gone too far in th a t direction seem s 
to be an open question. 
U nder the 
Los Angeles plan R includes our A 
and B and S includes our C and I). 
1 think this classification is too broad. 
Of course some people don't believe 
in grades at all. 
But as long as som e 
high school graduates go to college 
and the college continues to ask for 
a record of grades, grades seem to 
me to be advisable. 
And it isn't only 
the colleges that m ake this request.
